TWO MURDERS FOLLOWED 





Voice Bade Cast-Off Wife to 
Destroy Relatives Who 
Enslaved Her.

NEW YORK, May 22.—Muck-Rakers 
who had gathered in court to hear the 
story of Josephine Terranova’s life of 
abuse and degradation and slavery from 
her own lips were disappointed, for the 
girl was not called to the stand. Her 
story will be told later--today possibly. 

But the railbirds found some consola- 
tion in the evidence given by the girl's 
husband. He testified in English, and 
told of the marriage, of his suspicions 
of his wife roused by the brutal uncle, 
and of her confession. ' 

“She knelt in front of me and with 
hands crossed on her breast told me 
all; told me of the outrageous mistreat- 
ment she had suffered from her uncle. 
She begged me to forgive her. I said: 
‘You are no wife of mine,’ and she fell 
on the floor in a faint as I fled.”’ 

Then he told in detail, as he had be- 
fore the Coroner’s jury, the confession 
she had made. It was almost unspeak- 
able and entirely unprintable, but the 
buzzards, male and female, outside the 
rail, leaned forward and cupped their 
hands behind their ears, lest they miss 
a word of it. 

The girl did not take her eyes from 
her husband's face while he was on the 
stand. Though he had cast her off, he 
has forgiven her, and promises to take 
her back. Anyway, the only days of 
happiness she has ever known were 
with him, and love for him showed in 
her every glance and gesture. 

He is a little dark Italian, with an in- 
telligent face, broad, determined jaws 
and black eyes which looked straight 
ahead. Attorney Palmeiri spoke to him 
nd he replied in English. He is 25 years 
old, a plasterer and has been in this 
country five years. As he testified, the 
prisoner watchéd him steadily with her 
cheeks burning red. She leaned for- 
ward, resting her chin upon her hands. 
In answer to Palmieri’s questions he 


said: 

‘“T first saw Josephine five years ago. 
My cousin took me to the Riggio’s 
house. I saw her then, but I did not 
speak to her, because she kept far 
away. Then I saw her no more for two 
ears. Then !ast year I saw her again 
he was with her aunt. I tell her I 
want to court Josephine—I want to 
marry her. like her fine then. The 
uncle came in. He says he will not give 
Josephine to me. 

“T say many times I want Josephine. 
I say I give her good home, that I 
make good pay. Then the uncle say if 
I marry Josetsiine he will give her no 
dress, no money, no nothing. I say 

a want Jehephine,’ so he say, 
ake her.’ 

“Then I sent my sister to make dress 
for Josephine. We hold a feast on the | 
night of Dec. 24 and fix the day for the 
marriage.’’ 


Never Saw Her Alozne. 


Q. Had you ever until that time saw 
Josephine alone? A. No, they never let 
me see her alone. The aunt tell me on 
Christmas eve that I should take her 
quick to the City Hall for the civil 
ceremony. 

. Did you ask for Josephine’s moth- 

A. Yes, many times I told the aunt 
want the mother to be at the wed- 
din but the aunt say Josephine has no 

moorher. that her mother is stupid, and 
that they would not let the mother 
come to the wedding. So we to the 
City Hall, just me and Josep ine and 
her aunt.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 22.—Judge 
Smith McPherson of Iowa, sitting in 
place of Judge John F. Phillips, over- 
ruled the demurrer of the Burlington 
Railway to indictments against officials

The defendants, in a demurrer filed 
several weeks ago, contended that Con- 
gress was without power to enact legis- 
lation regulating export rates, in the 
giving of alleged rebates on which the 
Burlington was charged with having 
violated the interstate commerce act.

The cases called were 
those of George L. Thomas, a freight 
broker of New York City, and his chief 
clerk, L. B. Taggart, under indictment 
for alleged conspiracy in securing re- 
bates for shippers and that against 
(George H. Crosby, former freight traffic 
manager of the Burlington Railway, 
charged with conspiracy in giving re-

These men were indicted in December 
last with other railway and packing 
house officials whose trials have been 
set for a later date. H. B. Duncan, a 
special agent of the Department of Jus- 
tice. arrived here yesterday #o assist in 
prosecuting the cases, and will aid A. §. 
Van Valkenberg, United States District 
Attorney, and Leslie ee. Assistant 
Tistrict Attorney. The Government has 
40 witnesses, among whom is J. A. Rob- 
erts, an expert on rates, in the employ 
of the Interstate Commerce Commis-

Louis Saturday afternoon, and drove the 
car merrily westward. When __—itthey 
reached High Ridge they decided to turn 
back. They got out to walk about a bit 
before starting home. 

William Miller, a rural route mail car- 
rier, approached in-his cart. Mr. Robj- 
son approached to ask him if his horse 
would be frightened at the machine, and 
offered to lead it past if it was skittish. 
Miller assured him his horse was all 
right. 

Cart Smashed Against Tree. 

But the eo wasnt. When he saw 
the big touring car he bolted. Milier 
jumped and the cart was smashed 
against a tree. 

The runaway created much excitement 
in the town. John Miller, Constable at 
High Ridge, appeared. He inspected the 
automobile. e discovered that it bore 
no Jefferson County license.

START FROM NEW YORK 





One Lands at Peekskill, Other 
- at Ardsley-on-the 
Hudson. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, May 22.—Two balloons 


that started from this city yesterday 
afternoon made the first night trips 
in the air since the Aero Club's balloon- 
ing craze began. In the basket of one 
were Dr. Julian P. Thomas, the ama- 
teur, and Charles Levee, the profession- 
al aeronaut. In the car of the second 
balloon were Otto Hoendler of Hoboken 
and Stephen J. Chalmers of this city. 

The first ha@lloon to get away was the 
Nirvana, that of Dr. Thomas. It is the 
biggest balloon in the country, and this 
was its maiden’ voyage. Its envelope 
has a capacity of 68,000 cubic feet. 

Without mishap it rose. A southwest 
wind carried it toward the Hudson at 
first, then a higher current bore it to- 
ward the sound, and so the veering 
stream of air played with the big sphere 
for hours until a landing was made on 
the outskirts of Peekskill. 

That was about 9 o’clock. At mid- 
night the Haendler balloon landed at 
Ardsley-on-the-Hudson. It began its 
flight at 6:30, about two hours after Dr. 
Thomas and Mr. Levee. The start was 
a good one, barring a glancing blow the 
bag received from a smokestack. 


Haendler’s ascension was a surprise to 
the other aeronauts. They did not know 
that any balloon was to follow them 
into the air until about, 10 minutes be- 
fore the Nirvana was let loose. Haend- 
ler had planned to make his ascension in 
the company of Mrs. Mary Fuchs of 
Hoboken. At the last moment Mrs. 
Fuchs was induced to withdraw in favor 
of Mr. Chalmers, the consideration being 
$25. This amount, it was agreed, should 
be peid to Haendler. provided his bal- 
loon, which is called Eros, stayed up six 
hours. 


Crossed River Six Times. 


“It was a delightful experience,’ said 
Dr. Thomas, ‘‘despite the fact that it 
was a very wet one. The.sky was clear, 
but it rained on us all the time. The 
rain came from the bag of the balloon. 


The gas was full of water. We took 
with us about 100 pounds of water, and 
throughout the flight it dripped on us 
steadily. We crossed and recrossed the 
Hudson River half a dozen times. We 
passed over the Palisades once at the 
point where Leo Stevens struck and 
wrecked his balloon last week. 

“As we approached Yonkers, sailing 
over the river, several vachts followed 
us, their owners fearing that we were 
going to fall. We threw out a lot of bal- 
last in Yonkers, and I am afraid nearly 





blinded some persons. 


“We landed on the farm of Wilfred 
Groft, just out of Peekskill. Our guide 
rope was hanging, and Mr. Groft, in 
tryi to catch it when we called to 
him, got tangled in it and was carried 
along several yards.” : 

A crowd of 1500 persons saw the bal- 
loons depart from the gas works yards. 
Leo Stevens managed the inflating and 
the other preliminaries. 

About 10 minutes before the Nirvana 
started Dr. Thomas reached into the 
basket and drew out a bottle of cham- 

. One of the gashouse men opened 
it and sent the wine spurting all about. 
Enough was saved, however, to fll a 
dozen cordial glasses, and while the 
holders of these raised them above their 
heads a woman with a green parasol 
appeared on the scene. 

She was Mrs. Willard Irving Twomb- 
ley, a friend of Dr. and Mrs, Thomas. 
One of the tiny glasses with its spark- 
ling contents was handed to her, and in 
the manner Of one prepared for her part 
she said dramatically: “With this I 
christen thee Nirvana.” 

As she spoke she dashed the wine 
against the big wicket car of the bal- 
loon. At least she intended to do so. But 
only a little of the liquid touched the 
basket; the rest fell on the shiny boots 
of ex-Coroner O'Gorman. Everybody 
who had a glass drank to the success of 
Nirvana.

WNCLE SAM TELLS. 
PANAMA TO BEHAV 


Sends 600 Marines as Gentle 
Warning Against Election 
Rioting. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, May 22.—American 
marines will be used in the Republic of 
Panama to protect the Government and 
to maintain peace during the national 
elections, which will be held early in 
June. There has been much mystery 
regarding the movement of the cruiser 
Columbia, which sailed from the League 
Island Navy Yard at Philadelphia under 
sealed orders, with 600 marines aboard, 
but it developed today that these ma- 
rines will be sent to Panama. They will 
be landed at the naval base at Guanta- 
namo, Cuba, and if the threatened trou- 
ble occurs in Panama the marines will 
be hurried forward to maintain peace 
there. 

The cruiser Marblehead, which is now 
on its way to Honduras from San Fran- 
cisco, has on board about 20 marines, 
and these will be landed at Panama if it 
is decided that their services are need- 
ed. Under the treaty the United States 
negotiated with Panama, granting this 
country the right of way for the Pan- 
ama Canal, it was guaranteed that the 
American Government should protect 
the Government of Panama from ex- 
ternal interference, but it does not pro- 
vide that the American Government 
shall interfere in the event of a domestic 
election brawl. 

It is feared that the elections will be 
accompanied by revoltttionary disturb- 
ances. Gov. Magoon, the American Min- 
ister at Panama, has been questioned 
by one of the malcontents of the Repub- 
lic of Panama as to the attitude of 
the American Government. When in- 
formed that the United States would 
maintain peace the discontented political 
leaders threatened to cause an uprising 
against the Amador administration. 
These threats have led Secretaries Root 
and Taft to serve notice on the malcon- 
tents that no rioting will be permitted 
anywhere near the canal zone or at any 
place where the peace of the zone may 
be threatened. 

In order to impress the revolutionists 
that this Government is in earnest, it 
was decided to have a sufficient force on 
the Isthmus to preserve peace. 


DRAINING POOL AGAIN, 


Madison Authorities Believe 
Headless Body Is Ray’s, 


Under orders from Mayor Garesche 
and Chief of Police McCambridge, ne- 
Sroes Tuesday began draining the 
pool in Madison in which the lime- 
burned body of a man was found a 
week ago. The officials believe a 
missing hand and some papers may be 
found to establish the identity of the 
headless body. 

The wife of Rufus Ray has almost 
positively identified some of the cloth- 
ing as that worn by her husband. The 
reculiarly worn shoes, she says, she 
recognizes as her husband's. 

Ray, when last seen, wore a blue 
shirt made of shirt gingham, a cap 
and woolen sweater, dark clothes and 
black shoes. No sweater was found 
on the man. The shirt was different. 
A derby hat, instead of a cap, was 
found. A celluloid collar, which Ray 
never wore, also was found. 

“You can’t tell what all is in there,” 
said the Mayor to a Post-Dispatch re- 
orter Tuesday. “The collar may 
ave belonged to someone else. We 
have no one under arrest and no one 
under suspicion. We are investigat- 
ing all we can, but have been unable 
to turn up anything that incriminates 
anyone. We are working on the the- 
ory that the body is Rays. When we 
find the missing hand. we'will know 
better whether the body its his. Ray’s 
wrist was broken and the fracture 
will show in the bones when they are 
found.”

Dr. Niccolls Says It Cannot 


Prevail Here. 

Prophesying that Chicago would soon 
have to battle with Socialism, Rev. Dr. 
8. J. Niccolls declared in the Presby- 
terian ministers’ meeting Monday that 
he did not fear that Socialism would 
prevail in St. Louis. 

“This city is a city of homes,” said 
Dr. Niccolis. “‘A large number of the 
workingmen here have homes of their 
own, and wherever this is true Social- 
ism cannot become deeply rooted.”’ 

In his speech Dr. Niccolls disapproved 
of social settlement work. “I would

“Dance rooms, sewing circles, cooking 
schools, pretty pictures and the like 
may appeal to the masses who live in 
the vicinity of the social settlement 
house, but, in my judgment, the best 
gift that can possibly be given to these 
people Is a good, é¢nergetic man, filled 
with religious zeal." 

Dr. Niccolls declared that it was de- 
sirable to bring the rich into contact 
with the poor, that the condition of the 
poor might be appreciated, but that the 
only way their condition can be perma- 
nentiy bettered is by the teachings of 
the Bible

The chateau will rear itself on Kyknit, 
the highest point on the Rockefeller | 
estate. The work of excavating for the} 
foundations began in earnest yesterday. 

The building will be in the colonial 
style of rough stone, which is quar- 
ried on the estate.

Animal Tearing. 

This is a pleasant game for an even- 
ing entertainment, and is likely to give 
as much amusement to grown people as 
tu boys and girls. 

Get a package of the colored paper 
weed in kindergarden work, already cut 
into squares, or oblong in shape, On the 


white back of each colored slip write a 
number. beginning with one, and next 
tf 1t the name of some animal, bird or 
fish. 

When all have been so marked, make 
a list of the numbers in order, and write 
next to each number the name of the 
‘creature corresponding to that number 
#on the colored papers. The list must be 
kept by the hostess, or the leader of 
‘he game, and no one else must be al- 
lowed to see it. 

When the guests, or players, are seat- 
ed, the colored slips are placed on a 
tray or In a basket, and handed around 
for each guest to select one. Then the 
hostess tells them that on the back of 
each paper is the name of an animal, 
which they must “tear” out of the 
Square, nor must one tell another what 
his animal fs supposed to represent. 

When all have finished the hostess 
collects the animals, asking first of 
each one, as she takes his or her paper, 
the number on the back, and next to 
that number on her list she writes the 
name of the holder of that number. 

The ‘animals’ are then placed on a 
table for examination, and every one is 
invited to visit the rare zoological col- 
lection. Each person is supplied with 
pencil and paper, and is asked to guess 
the name of each animal, and must then 
write its number next to that number 
on his list. 

The lists are then passed to the right, 
and the hostess reads from her correct 
list the names of the animals, and each 
guest marks the paper he or she holds. 
The one who guesses the most names 
_Feceives the first prize. Then a vote is 
taken as to the most life-like of the 
animals, and a second prize is given to 
the one who made it. A “booby”’ prize 

may be given to the “artist” who made 
the animal that fewest the guessers rec- 
ognized.

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SOCIALISM IN AMERICA 


What It Means. 





Beneficent and Objectionable Socialism. 


“Socialism” is an indefinite term. It 
means one thing to the “scientific’’ So- 
cialist, other things to “Utopian’’ So- 
clalists, and nothing In particular to 
persons who use it as an opprobrious 
epithet. In its most general use with 
reference to American institutions it is 
probably largely epitnetical. Let it has 
recently come to be in a nebulous way 
somewhat descriptive, ifndicating the 
tendency to municipal, State or national] 
ownership of certain kinds of service. 
In this use of the term there is for the 
most part an unfortunate disinclination 
to distingulsh essential differences. All 
kinds of public ownership are carelessly 
classed as Socialistic. This does. not 
seem to me to be in the line of clear 
thinking. 

There are two kinds of service tn 
every community. One kind Is fn {ts es- 
sential character public, while the other 
kind is in its essential character private. 
Examples of public service are tax-levy- 
ing, legal administration, fire protection 


Ownership and operation of these func- 
tions Socialistic? If they are, then So- 
clalism is neither new nor dangerous. 
Examples of private ownership are 
storekeeping, manufacturing, and so on. 
Would public ownership and operation 
of these functions be Socialistic? If they 
would be, then we must have another 
term for the others, to avoid confusion 
of thought.

Essentially, Socialism means the col- 
lective ownership of the means of pro- 
duction and distribution, democratically 
administered and controlled.

To soften hard leather shoes, first 
wash them over with warm water and 
then rub in castor oil. Any oil will an- 
swer, but the castor oil is best. The 
shoes, after this application, will be- 
come soft and pliable. 

Soak the soles of creaky boots thor- 
oughly with warm water, and while wet 
apply a liberal coating of oil or grease, 
and allow it to dry slowly into the sole. 
New boots well oiled all over before 
wearing will last longer and keep out 
the damp.
